THE  BULB  SITUATION  AFTER  THE  WAR 

A year  ago  at  this  season,  the  bulb  situation  was  quite  uncertain,  owing  to  war  conditions,  and  the 
fact  that  most  all  the  bulbs  are  grown  in  Holland,  and  Holland  being  situated  in  the  war  zone  made  con- 
ditions doubtful,  but  the  bulbs  come  and  in  good  condition. 

This  year  bulbs  should  not  be  detained  and  should  come  early,  the  conditions  that  confronts  us  now 
is  the  shortage  of  bulbs,  and  the  higher  prices.  Four  years  of  war  in  Europe  caused  other  demands  for 
labor  than  growing  bulbs,  and  with  the  war  over  the  crop  is  very  limited,  and  you  should  order  early, 
as  we  have  no  hope  of  our  growers  being  able  to  supply  our  full  requirements,  and  we  will  receive  only  our 
proportion. 

PLANT  PERENNIALS  EARLY 

Order  your  perennials  early  that  they  may  make  new  roots  this  fall.  Any  time  after  August  15th  we 
will  be  able  to  supply  the  plants  of  most  all  varieties  and  they  are  better  planted  in  August  and  September 
than  later.  Our  stock  is  heavy  and  the  best  plants  we  have  ever  grown,  they  are  “H.  & O.”  Standard 
of  Qualitv. 

TIME  TO  PLANT 

Spring  Flowering  Bulbs  Must  Be  Planted  in  the  Fall 

Every  season  we  get  orders  during  the  winter  for  these  bulbs  to  be  shipped  in  spring,  so  remember  we 
cannot  supply  bulbs  after  November  15th;  all  bulbs  not  sold  by  that  date  are  sent  to  our  greenhouses  and 
planted  for  forcing.  Order  at  once,  so  bulbs  can  be  shipped  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  and  plant  in  October. 

THE  PARK  NURSERIES 

Any  of  our  patrons  living  out  of  the  city  should  arrange,  when  visiting  the  Twin  Cities,  to  visit  our 
Nurseries.  It  will  be  an  education, — you  can  learn  what  constitutes  “H.&O.  Quality.”  A shrub  may  be 
quoted  3 to  4 feet  in  a catalogue,  this  tells  you  little  or  nothing — it  may  have  one  stem  or  it  may  have 
ten  stems;  if  so,  its  value  is  based  on  its  quality. 

In  visiting  the  City  you  can  see  the  living  pictures  illustrated  in  our  booklet  “Creating  Your 
Landscape.’’ 

How  to  Reach  the  Nurseries.  If  motoring  turn  south  on  Summit  Avenue  into  Lexington,  going 
seven  blocks  to  St.  Clair.  From  any  down-town  point  take  the  St.  Clair-Hope  car,  get  off  at  Evergreen 
Place,  the  entrance  to  the  Nurseries.  From  points  in  Minneapolis,  any  line  crossing  the  Snelling  Cross- 
town Line.  Take  transfers  on  Snelling  line  to  St.  Clair-Hope,  which  takes  you  direct  to  Nursery  entrance. 
Evergreen  Place. 

Prices  of  Nursery  Material.  Up  until  the  present,  we  have  made  no  advance  in  prices  on  trees, 
evergreens,  shrubs,  and  vines,  but  with  every  over-head  expense  increased,  and  the  principal  item  in  the 
production  of  nursery  material  being  labor,  we  find  it  necessary  to  make  a slight  advance  to  cover  same, 
and  we  advise  all  our  patrons  to  write  for  quotations  on  material  they  require,  as  our  new  catalog  will  not 
be  ready  until  after  January  1st,

QUALITY  HYACINTHS 

Culture  Outdoors.  Plant  the  l)iilbs  6 inches  deep,  very  uniformly,  that  they  may  come  into  bloom 
at  the  same  time.  A good  method  is  to  remo\  e about  4 inches  of  the  soil,  level  the  bed  carefully  and  plant 
the  bulbs  6 inches  apart  each  way,  pressing  the  earth  firmly  and  evenly  over  the  bulbs. 

Culture  in  Glasses.  Special  glasses  are  manufactured  for  the  culture  of  Hyacinths,  the  bulb  fitting 
in  the  top.  These  glasses  should  be  filled  with  fresh  water,  also  some  gravel,  and  if  at  hand,  some  charcoal. 

Culture  in  Pots.  Hyacinths  are  grown  successfully  by  planting  in  pots.  Use  good,  rich  soil,  with 
plenty  of  manure.  Place  some  pieces  of  broken  pots  in  the  bottom  for  drainage,  and  use  4 or  5-inch  pots. 
Firm  the  bulb  well  in  the  soil,  allowing  the  top  of  it  to  stand  just  a little  above  the  soil.  It  fiowers  are 
wanted  for  Christmas,  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  September.

SELECTED  EARLY  TULIPS 

The  length  of  the  flower-stem  is  indicated  by  figures;  the  time  of  blooming  by  letters  (E,  early;  L,  late), 
so  that  you  can  select  varieties  of  the  same  height  and  time  of  blooming. 

Culture  Outdoors.  Any  good  garden  soil,  prepared  by  spading  to  a depth  of  12  inches,  is  suitable. 
Plant  the  bulbs  5 inches  apart  and  about  4 inches  deep.  The  soil  must  be  equally  placed  over  the  bulbs,  so 
they  will  come  up  at  the  same  time.  Firm  the  earth  well  about  the  bulbs  and  mulch  the  beds  during  the 
winter. 

Culture  in  Pots.  Place  six  to  eight  bulbs  in  a 6-inch  pot;  set  in  the  dark  for  a time.  If  you  have  a 
number  of  pots,  take  them  from  the  dark  room  at  intervals,  so  they  bloom  at  dififerent  times.

The  Narcissi  grow  in  almost  an}'  location, 
doing  well  in  sunny  or  shady  places,  and  it  matters  not  if  wet  or  dry.  They  continue  to  bloom  year  after 
\-ear,  increasing  in  size  and  effectiveness.  They  are  valuable  to  place  in  the  border  or  perennials  or  shrub- 
bery, Avhere  they  can  be  left  undisturbed,  and  for  naturalizing  in  the  grass.  For  forcing,  treat  the  same  as 
tulips,  planting  them  in  pots.  The  flowers  assume  many  forms,  and  present  charming  combinations  of 
white,  gold,  orange,  sulphur,  and  pure  yellow.
